Cokd production was much improv- 


ed last week, a .clear,gain, ot .over 10,- 
000 tons being recorded. A slight de- 
crease in the number of cars was not- 
ed. An increase in the general num- 
ber of ovens was also a feature, the 
Thompson-Connellsville Company re- 
porting a total oven list of 800 ac its 
two plants. But these wer^ not all in 
blast and did not increa.se the ton- 
nage. However, better time at other 
works helped cut on this end. 


A serious, or rather an unsettled 


labor shortage seems to hamper the 
various coke plants. The shifting about 
of, workmen and the unsettle! condi- 
tion makes the operation of a plant 
uncertain and reduces production con- 
siderably. The Frick company is car- 
rying considerable stock <oke on its 
yards and in the face of this is still a 
buyer. It is believed that some of 
this output is being stocked at the fur- 
naces, but operators say that even at 
the advanced prices the Steel Cor- 
poration is .making good in its 
pur- 


chases at- this time for coke will be 
surprisingly high the 
coming nine 


months.

Coke Market There Continues Firm 


With Little Change.

The coke market does not seem to 
have gained or lost strength in the 


' past week. 
The position, however, 


has become slightly clearer as con- 
sumers have had an addit-ona! week 
to reflect upon the maintenance of 
what at the start "was cons'dered an 
extreme price for coke for next yebr. 
The kno-wledge has become more s*-,n- 
erally disseminated that the country is 
making pig iron not slmph r.t a new 
record rate, but at a rate far beyond 
the previous record. Pig iioi piouitc- 
rion today is easily at a rutu exceed- 
ing 29,500,000 tons a year—it may ev- 
en be touching 30,000,000 tons—where- 
as the best rate reached in 1007 was 
28,000,000 tons. The beana^ of thio 
fact upon the coke market"? future, 
however, is not interpreted alik,3 by 
all. There arc those who point to this 
remarkable rate, with prospect" of a

Higher than $3.00 has not boon made 
on any contract which has come 10 
light, and no coke is known 10 uave 
been sold within the past twj or three 
weeks at lower than $2.90. 


The principal contract of the week 


was one for upwards of 25,000 tons a 
month for the first half, at $2.90 at 
ovens, taking care of the buyer's re- 
quirements for the period. 


Both buyers and sellers show a di- 


versity of opinion, as to whether cohe 
for the whole year should sell at more 
or less than coke for the half year. 
Some sellers who ask ?3.00 for firrt 
half will sell at $2.90 for the wholo 
year, and vice versa. The seller is evi- 
dently guessing, while the buyer has 
the small advantage of choosing lor 
which period he will buy. 


The buying movement in furnace 


coke for next year has now progressed 
enough to permit estimates of what 
has been done. It is figured that out- 
side of long term contracts there has 
been sold for first half or the wh^ie 
year not far from 250,000 tons 
per 


month. A few of the sales were made 
in August, before the present leve. 
was. reached, and a few have been on 
sliding scale contracts, based on pig 
iron, but there is little doubt that moro 
thaa 100,000 tons a month has been 
sold at fiat prices, from $2.85 up to 
§3.00. 
There is left to be bough:, at 


the lowest estimate, fu'.iy 1100,000 tons 
a month, and if some doubtful cus- 
tomers come in the requiiements will 
be considerably larger. Several, four 
or five at any rate, of the eastern 
Pennsylvania and New YOIK steel in- 
terests have not covered anything like 
their entire requirements. The cen-

NEW YORK, Oct. 14.—The Ameri- 


can .Metal Market and Daily Iron and 
Steel Report says: 


"Transactions la finished steel pro- 


ducts have shown a decided decrease 
in the past week. Mills.arc fairly well 
sold up to the end o! the year, and 
buyers are equally well covered. Mills 
stale that buyers would Mite to take 
hold for first quarter.- or even first 
half, but that they whJh to discour- 
age such operations, and .would prefer 
to sell customers only'for their abso- 
lutely known requirements,! for what- 
jever distance ahead this >aight prove 
'to be. 


"Shcjets and tin plates.'are being sold 


for delivery to April i, but with con- 
siderable com,ervatisrn on" the part of 
mills. Prospects for tin- plate opera- 
tions this year are excellent., and it is 
not improbable that tin'plate produc- 
tion in the current-quarter will prove 
tho largest fur any fourth quarter in 
the history of tbe trade; it will at any 
rate prove second to lib ^ear outside 
of tho phenomenal >ear iflOfi. 


"The indisposition Of steel mills to 


name prices for first quarter on bil- 
k-Is, sheci. bars or rods is causltig con- 
siderable concern 
to finishing-• mills, 


which are in many cases ijndijr. pres- 
sure to sell their Unlsaed- product.

fprinerly was planted this year, owing 
to-.the almost total failure of the corn 
crop. It has been in the ground only 
a^short time and the rain will make 
ity«prout early, insuring a good, healthy 
stock in rim-2 for the ^"inter weather. 
It::is "estimated tJ/at many thousands 
of 'dollars worth of good was occasion- 
ed -by the downpour. 


"-"With the hunting season at liand 
ahjT the annual period for mountain 
fties the rain also had a beneficial ef- 
fect it help-id the hunter as it damp- 
ened tho leaves and vill permit him 
going Through the forests in a stealthy 
manner.

weeks the forest fires which nrere so 
costly to Fayette and Somerset coun- 
ties last year as the leaves will-retain 
the darapnesb for weeks.

To sum up Ihe position briefly, it

over 32.000 ovens in blast. Al pres- 
ent there are about (18,500 ovons in 
existence, with :;2.f.QO in blast. Those 
figures may be accepted as substan- 
tially correct. As to the 6,000 ovens 
in existence an-1 not in blast opin- 
ions vary somewhat. . There aru per- 
haps 1.500 ovens whose coal seams 
are worked out. They cannot operate 
except with shipped coal, which is ab- 
solutely out of the question even with 
a Jabor shortage much less acute than 
the' present. 
Then there are opera- 


tions at which the coal seams are 
nearly worked out, and production is 
reduced, so that only a portion of the 
oyens can be operated.
